The judgement rendered by Judge Dim­ 
mitt Hoffman in the contempt of court case 
of “Bobby” Burns— $800 
fine and eight 
months in jail—marks the high tide thus 
far in cases of this character. It would have 
been very easy to have assessed a nominal 
fine and a few days imprisonment, thus up­ 
holding the majesty of the law and vindi­ 
cating the power and effectiveness of the 
injunction as it applies to illicit liquor sel­ 
lers, and there would have been but little 
criticism.

BIRTH RATE A N D IMMIGRATION. 
We have not studied the census figures 
of births and deaths just issued by the de­ 
partment of commerce, but we learn from 
J the Boston Transcript, which has been ana- 
i lyzing the figures, that 
“the 
regions of 
highest vitality are those which possess the 
most characteristically American popula­ 
tion. 
Among the states the highest birth 
rate is found in the southern and border 
states of North Carolina, 
Virginia, Ken­ 
tucky and South Carolina.” 
This is no new discovery, of course, but it 
> is a fact which is rightly regarded as of 
i some importance by those who have realiz­ 
ed that too much and too rapid and too 
loosely regulated immigration for a good 
many years past has been imperiling the

the population of this country as a whole. 
The higher birth 
rate in 
those regions 
which have been least affected by this too- 
abundant immigration is another argument 
in favor of the 
restrictive 
immigration 
policy which has now been adopted and 
which bids fair to endure for some time de­ 
spite the protests of certain industrial and 
political interests against it. 
“Our vast era,” the Transcript continues, 
“is capable of maintaining a population 
much more dense than at present it main­ 
tains, but there is not a day when we are 
not reminded that the time has come for 
intensive rather than 
extensive develop­ 
ment— when what we need is no longer 
numbers, no longer the hue and cry for 
more and more people, but thoroughness 
and intelligence in using 
the 
resources 
which nature is showering upon us.” There 
are parts of the country, of course, which 
are exceptions to this rule, but that it holds 
good for the United States as a whole there 
is no doubt.

For new lawns, one pound of seed 
should be used for each 300 square 
feet, for one quarter of an acre 25 
pounds. To build up old lawns, one- 
half or less will be sufficient, de­ 
pending upon the condition of the 
sod. 
On established lawns at this time 
either commercial 
fertilizer, 
bone 
meal, shredded cow manure or pul­ 
verised 
sheep 
manure 
dressings 
should now be given in order that 
the spring rains may carry the extra 
supply of plant food down to the 
roots. 
The concentrated fertilizers 
sold by 
most 
dealers 
should 
be 
sprinkled upon the lawn as soon as 
the frost is out of the ground. About 
25 pounds to a space of 1,000 square 


feet, 50 by 20, is a sufficient amount 
and it will be a good plan to mix 
it with an equal amount of pulverized 
dry soil to render distribution easier 
and prevent any danger of burning. 
In new lawns double this amount Trill 
be needed. 
If nitrate of soda is used, scatter 
it thinly after it has been pounded 
fine so that there are no large lumps 
remaining. This is the quickest act­ 
ing lawn fertilizer in early spring 
but as it is only a temporary spur, 
other fertilizers should be used later 
on. 
A quick catch for offending bare 
spots in a 
lawn is 
w'hite 
clover. 
Many like a liberal supply of white 
clover 
in 
their 
greenward 
while 
others object "to it. 
If green moss 
shows in spots on the lawn it is a 
sign that the soil is sour. The lawn 
should be given a dusting of lime 
to remedy this condition and sweeten 
the soil. 
Hydrated lime or finely 
pulverized limestone may be used. A 
large handful to a square yard Is usu­ 
ally enough.

IVA ANY people And eggs hard to 
digest because they are Im­ 
properly cooked. Fried eggs should 
never be served to anyone who has 
not a good digestion. 
Eggs soft 
boiled, so-called, are soft in the 
center and tough and overcooked 
next the shell. 
Eggs should never 
be boiled. 
Drop them into boiling 
water, a pint to an egg, cover close­ 
ly and the degree of hardness will 
depend upon the length of time 
they are in the water. Thirty min­ 
utes will produce an egg with a 
mealy yolk and a white that is 
tender and perfectly cooked. 
Sugar on fruits should not be 
eaten by those subject to rheuma­ 
tism.
